The highlights of the Governor's 


plan include: © 

¢ a$2-billion bond proposal, expected 
to create 72,000 jobs. The money 
would supportcutting-edge research 
in: fuel cells and other alternative 
energies, auto-related technology, 
‘and investment in new businesses. 
‘Because the bond proposal requires 

‘| “a constitutional amendment, the 
Governor wants the Legislature to

e fast-track training, expected to fill 
jobs in the skilled trades and life 
sciences sectors. The Governor set 
a goal of 30,000 new hires of unem- 
ployed persons in the first year. She 
said those sectors have about 90,000 
job vacancies, with needs expected 
to more than triple by 2012. 

¢ a $4,000 scholarship for students 
who finish two years of university, 
community college, or technical pro- 
grams. The first awards would go to 
students who graduate from high 
school in 2007. 

e her support for raising the minimum 
wage from $5.15 anhourto $7.15 an 
hour, amove spearheaded by House 
Democrats. The Governor urged the 
Republican-led Legislature to sup- 
port the wage raise, saying it would 
restore economic justice to Michi- 
gan's poorest workers. 

Governor's Granholm's Executive 

Budget Proposal 
On February 10, Governor Gran- 

holm presented her Executive Budget 

recommendation to the members of the 

Joint House and Senate Appropriations 

Committee. 

The following are some highlights 
from the presentation. 

¢ Medicaid reforms: Several propos- 
als have been included to reduce 
Medicaid spending. 


A new line-item "Prisoner Reinte- 
gration Program" funded at $12.8 
million: The line-item will assist the 
Department in its reentry program 
initiative, which focuses on success- 
fully preparing an inmate for return to 
society from the moment he or she 
enters into the MDOC system. In 
addition, some of the funding will be 
used for a residential transitional 
housing program for mentally ill 
offenders. 
$22 million from the new Refined 
Petroleum Fund for cleanup of leak- 
ing underground storage tanks: The 
Fund was created last year in the 
"revision of the Michigan Underground 
Storage Tank Financial Assistance 
(MUSTFA) Program that extended 


_ the sunset on the collection of a 7/8- 


“cent-per-gallon fee on the sale of 
refined petroleum products. 
Budget assumes that all 15 universi- 
ties comply with the tuition restraint 
provisions in the bill: The provisions 
state that a university will not adopt 
an increase in resident undergradu- 
ate tuition and required fees greater 
than 5% or $307, whichever is 

- greater, and that the university will 
not adopt any new type of student 
fees. Any university which does not 
comply would have its appropria- 
tions reduced by 6.3%. 
Tuition Incentive Program to be in- 
creased by $1.75-million to reflect 
projected increases in costs: This 
program provides need-based finan- 
cial aid for Medicaid-eligible indi- 
viduals. 
Per-pupil funding grant to be in- 
creased by $175 to $6,875 per pupil: 
This is an increase of 2.6%. 

An extra $50 for high-school stu- 
dents, bringing their total to $6,925 
per pupil: This additional money will 
be awarded to schools that have 
implemented the Michigan scholar 
curriculum.

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Workshop Featured Financial 
Aid Tips for College-bound

Pam Fowler, director of financial 
aid at the University of Michigan, and 
her assistant, LaNorris Alexander, re- 
cently presented their annual workshop 
on higher-education funding to college- 
bound Romulus High School students 
and their parents. 

Fowler began this year's program 
by urging families to file scholarship and 
aid applications as early as possible 
because of serious budgetary limita- 
tions. Federal money currently avail- 
able for grants and loans will be awarded 
on a first-come/first-served basis, so 
families who have not already done so 
should get in touch with the financial aid 
director at their college or university of 
choice right away. 

According to Fowler, one funding 
program that has been adversely af- 
fected by recent legislation that raised 
income eligibility requirements is the 
Pell grant program. New requirements 
for the grants will result in an average 
reduction of about $200 to $400 per 
student per year, she said. 

Fowler strongly recommends that 
families fill out the electronic version of 
the FAFSA (Free Application for Fed- 
eral Student Aid) form this year. 

"Electronic forms are processed 
within 10 days, whereas handwritten 
forms sent by mail take amonth or more 
to process," she stated. 

The FAFSA form — which must be 
turned inno later than March 1 —is used 
to determine the amount of money that 
each student's family is expected to pay 
toward his/her education, as well as the 
amount of financial assistance for which 
he/she is eligible. In addition to Pell 
grants (money that does not have to be 
repaid), financial-aid funds include Per- 
kins loans and theirhigher-interest coun- 
terparts, Stafford loans. 

Finally, Fowler discussed other 
sources of financial aid, including need- 
and merit-based scholarships, work- 


study programs (both governmental and 
institutional), and private loans. 

Fowler reminded her audience that 
first-come/first-served strictures apply 
to other scholarship and aid sources, as 
well. Colleges, in particular, have only a 
fixed amount of money to award — and 
that amountis less than usual this year, 
in many cases. 

For families concerned about re- 
paying school loans and determining 
how much they can afford to borrow, 
Fowler cited studies suggesting that 
college students can handle up to 
$20,000 in loan debt. Borrowing such 
an amount, she said, would require loan 
payments of $275 to $300 per month for 
a period of 10 years.

2004 Was Second-best Year in History 
of Detroit Metro Wayne County Airport 


The numbers are in for calendar- 
year 2004, and total passenger traf- 
fic at Detroit Metropolitan Wayne 
County Airport (DTW) increased by 
7.5% over 2003. 

DTW finished 2004 with a total of 

_ 35,187,517 passengers, topped only 
by aviation's record-breaking year of 
2000, when Metro Airport handled 
35,535,080. 

"Our customers are back," said 
Lester Robinson, CEO of the Wayne 
‘County Airport Authority. "If we stay 
on our current pace, there is no ques- 
fion that 2005 will be Detroit's new 
record-breaking year. 


"It's quite remarkable that this 
airport handled the equivalent ofthree 
times the population of the State of 
Michigan last year with very few prob- 
lems," Robinsoncontinued. (The U.S. 
Census Bureau estimates that the 
current population of Michigan is a 
little less than 10,080,000.) 

Robinson believes that the fig- 
ures are not just good news for the 
Airport, but also for its surrounding 
communities. 

"Activity at the Airport generates 
an enormous number of jobs, and 
stimulates the tourism sector of our 
economy,” he concluded. 2
